Claims 1, 2, 5, 11-13, 16, 22, 26-28 and 31 stand rejected under 35 USC §l02(e) as 
being anticipated by U.S. Publication 2004/0018100 to Takagi et al (see the paragraph under 
the heading "Claim Rejection - 35 USC §102" on page 2 of the Office Action). Claims 1, 2, 
5, 11-13, 16, 22 and 27 stand rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 06- 
1 17377 to Aoki (see the fourth paragraph on page 4 of the Office Action). Claims 1, 5, 6, 1 1, 
12, 16 and 17 stand rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
6,411,009 to Jaenker (see the second paragraph on page 6 of the Office Action). Claims 1, 7, 
8, 11, 12, 18, 19, 22 and 24 stand rejected under 35 USC §102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent 6,229,245 to Kitani (see the third full paragraph on page 2 of the Office Action). 
Claim 32 stands rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
Publication 2004/0018100 to Takagi et al in view of U.S. Patent 6,411,009 to Jaenker (see 
the paragraphs under the heading "Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103" beginning on page 9 of 
the Office Action). Claims 33 and 34 stand rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Publication 2004/0018100 to Takagi et al in view of U.S. Patent 
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6,229,245 to Kitani (see the first full paragraph on page 10 of the Office Action). All prior 
art rejections are respectfully traversed for at least the following reasons.
